WHAT ARE THE GOALS? 


The most interesting comment on 
the Olds by-election which we have 
heard came in the form of a ques- 
tion. Like most people an ac- 
quaintance answered our question 
about Olds with another: “Were 
people voting for Social Credit or 
for the Five Year Plan?” 

This is, of course, one of thae 
neat escape hatches for people who 
want to make a comment but not 
be bound by it. However this 
observation-question is a shrewd 
one and exposes a central problem 
of today. It suggests that perhaps 
there are two goals amongst people 
who vote Social Credit, those who 
are interested in Social Credit as a 
theory and those who have no in- 
terest in it but vote Social Credit 
for other reasons. 

When the five year program was 
announced it was curious how rem- 
iniscent it sounded of speeches of 
the oppisition in the Legislature. 
The opposition goals cannot be 
those of the government. There- 
fore it suggests that the government 
is pursuing two roads now and has 
two goals in view. So long as it 
give the government a 
split-personality and the public a 
split-personality. the five year plan | 
may do all right. 

It would make a nice philosophi- | 
cal discussion whether such things 
are possible for very long. It seems 
to us that Social Credit must very 
soon justify itself as Social Credit 
instead of marking time, or it 
ceases to be Social Credit at all. 

It may however manage to re- 
verse the history of political parties 
which have usually come to power 
to establish their goals, create the 
conditions which they set out to 
create and then either harden into 
tradition or continue to expand and 
extend their aims with more or less 
impetus. To start with a tremen- 
dous faith, not establish the con- 
ditions which the faith dictates, 
and mark time for years, defeat the 
faith. 

We suggest that the five year 
plan, though excellent in most re- 
spects itself, is a confession that 
Socia] Credit as such, is finished.

OTTAWA REPORT 
By E, M. WOOLLIAMS, M.P. 


On many occasions since March 
31, 1968, there have been comments 
and reports in the press, radio and 
on TV to the effect that the gov- 
ernment ‘inds it difficult to keep 
its large number of members occu- 
pied. Let me say at the outset 
that such statements are far from 
true and I would like briefly to out- 
line to my readers why I say this. 

The House of Commons sets up 
some 17 standing committees which 
are composed cf members from all 
parties, based on the representa- 
tions of each party in the House. 
A Conservative member is usually 
on no less than three of these com- 
mittees and many are on four or 
more. 

For example, I am serving on the 
agriculture committee, the mines, 
forests and waters committee, the 
oil and gas committee, and the 
banking and commerce committee. 

In addition, many committees 
are set up within the Progressive 
Conservative party to study a vari- 
ety of subjects and make recom- 
mendations to the government, 

The House of Commons commit- | 
tees meet in the mornings at vari- ' 
Needless to say, several 
meet on the same days and con- 
sequently, a member may have to 
move from one to another. On oc- 
casion a member may find himself 
in the position where he is sup- 
posed to be in three or more places 
at once. When he misses a com- 
mittee meeting because of this, he 
must, in order to follows the pro- 
ceedings of the next meeting, read 
the evidence and ascertain what 
took place. 

In between committee meetings, 
a member deals with his large vol- 
ume of correspondence, has inter- 
views with cabinet ministers about 
problems affecting his constituency 
and constituents, or consults offi- 
cials of various departments with 
regard to these problems. 

Thus, the days are busy ones, 
even for “back benchers,.” and when 
you consider that a “back bencher” 
must do his own research work in 
dealing with requests ov representa- 
tions made by groups or individuals 
as well as in preparing to speak on 
a topic under debate in the House, 
he is usually occupied on weekends 
too. I think you will agree that 
“pack benchers” have absolutely no 
trouble in keeping busy.

Notes From D.A.

Anaemia in pigs takes a large 
toll of young pigs each year. An- 


1emia is lack of iron in the suck- 
ling pigs’ diet. Iron is required for 
the formation and functioning of 
blood 

Anaemia in young pigs shows up 
with a pale color of the skin. The 
hair is dull and the pigs lack vig- 


our; On occasions the pigs may 
breath rapidly and heavily, this 
condition is referred to as “thum- 


ps." The death losses occur in the 
suckling pigs even as early as the 
second week of life. 

Anaemia can be easily prevented, 
it is prevented by supplying the 
suckling pigs with iron. The “re- 
duced iron” is given to the pigs on 
the third day, tenth day and seven- 
teenth day of the pig's life. It may 
be purchased in a powder, paste 
or liquid form. Any form may be 
used as long as directions are fol- 
lowed and administration is done 
at the proper time. 

Lately a newer method has been 
developed with the use of inject- 
able iron products. In this case 
the iron injections are made with 
a needle, These injectable products 
vary in available iron content and 
In recommendation regarding ‘‘fol- 
low up” injections. 

When using a low iron content 
product it is necessary to have re- 
peated injections, while the high 
iron content product gives suffic- 
jent iron in one or, in some cases, 
two injections. Therefore, it is im-

In Scripture 
we have only one instance of “pray- 
ing” to saints. The rich man in 
tornment of hell called upon Ab- 
raham, and Lazarus in his bosom. 
But you recall that “prayer” avail- 
ed nothing. This same holds true 
of praying to angels. In Reveal- 
ations we read: “And I fell at the 
feet of him ‘an angel). And he 
said unto me, See thou do it not; 
for I am thy fellow-servant, and 
of thy brethern that have the test- 
imony of Jesus: worship God."

WILD OAT CONTROL — A 
promising chemical labelled S-847 
has been under test as a post emer- 
gent spray for selective control of 
wild oats. Preliminary tests are 
very encouraging. At Lacombe in 
1958 this new material applied at 
the rate of one-half pound active 
ingredients in five gallons of water 
per acre gave 80 per cent control 
of wild oats. Wheat is entirely 
immune to damage, flax and bar- 
ley are fairly tolerant, more so than 
cultivated oats. 

S-847 is the most promising post 
emergence control for wild oats 
that has yet appeared according to 
Henry Friesen, head of the Field 


|Husbandry Section at Lacombe Ex- 
; perimental Station. It is not avail- | 
;able yet commercially, but if fur- 


ther tests support the present 
indications it should prove a yal- 
uable aid. If its value is estab- 
lished, prices are expected to be 
sufficiently low to warrant its use. 

Tests are proceeding in the 
greenhouse this winter at Lacombe 
to decide best rates of application, 
volume of water and stage of 
srowth, Field tests last spring in- 
dicate that the best time to treat 
wild oats was in the two leaf stage. 
Plans for the coming season in Al- 
berta include a testing program in- 
volving all Experimental farms in 
the Province and the Department 
of Plant Science at the University. 
Work is also proceeding at Exper- 
imenta) Farms across the prairies.
